REMOVAL UPDATE 


The Victorian Government is 
removing two dangerous and 
congested level crossings 
along the Hurstbridge line, 
building a new Rosanna 
Station, and duplicating 

the single section of track 
between Heidelberg and 
Rosanna. This will make 
communities safer and get 
commuters in Melbourne's 
north east home sooner. 


This month sees the start of our 44-day 
construction blitz and there will be lots 
to see at each of the three sites. 


If you want to watch the works, visit one 
of our safe viewing areas and please 
follow instructions from our staff. At 
times, members of the project team will 
host Q&A sessions - keep an eye on the 
website and social media for details. 


In Heidelberg, we recently installed the 
second rail bridge over Burgundy Street, 
and will be completing the Darebin 
Street underpass. Once this is done, 
we'll start laying the second set of tracks 
between Heidelberg and Rosanna. 


Between 16 March and 30 April 2018, 
the Rosanna Station precinct will be 
transformed with the construction of 
the brand new station and installation 
of the Lower Plenty Road rail bridge. 
We're also making some changes to 
Beetham Parade and Lower Plenty 
Road to improve traffic flow and
